R. P. Thompson Thinks W. 
R. La Compte Does Not 
Appreciate Wife. 








YOUTH IS ARRESTED 





Declares He Only Sought to 
Prevent Suit for Di- 
vorce. 





W. Ray LaCompte, descendent of an 
old French family of Picaidy, is held on 
a warrant charging him with carrying 
concealed weapons. He was arrested 
while trying to effect a reconciliation 
with his wife at the home of her father, 
R. P. Thompson, 5376 Wells avenue. 

Thompson caused the young man’s ar- 
rest, but Monday he refused to swear 
to the information in the warrant. Pros- 
ecutor Falkenhainer issued the warrant 
en the statement of Policeman St&xey 
and said that Thompson will be forced 
to come into court and testify against 
his son-in-law. 

La Compte is a traveling passenger 
agent for the Chicago, Peoria & St. 


Louis Railroad. When arrested he had 
credentials signed by former Congress- 
man Benton, for whom he was secre- 
tary, and other prominent public men, 
with his “family tree,”’ showing he is 
descended from the old La Compte fam- 
ily in Picardy, France. 

Thompson told Capt. Johnson of the 
Deer Street Station Sunday morning 
that his son-in-law was in town and 
had tried to enter the Thompson home, 
and asked that he be arrested if he 
made a further effort. Patrolman Sax- 
ey saw La Compte at 8 p. m., sitting 
on the steps in front of the Wells ave- 
nue -flat, and arrested him. He found 
a revolver in his possession. Thompson 
refused to bring a charge of disturbing 
the peace against his son-in-law. 

Had Feared Trouble. 

*“T received a telephone message yes- 
terday morning,’’ Thompson said Mon- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘that 
La Compte was in town and was in 
a belligerent mood toward me. I no- 
tified Capt. Johnson and the arresi 
followed. I did not know of the arrest 
until two hours afterward, when a po- 
liceman notified me. 

“My daughter has not been able to 
get along with LaCompte for a long 
time. One trouble is that he wants to 
go to Oklahoma to live, when there is 


Tabsolutely no reason for doing so. She 


came here last Tuesday, and he fol- 
lowed her. I have tried to avoid in- 
terfering in their affairs, but I don’t 
propose to nave that youn,y man com- 
ing here. He’s tho ‘spoiled darling’ 
sort, and when my daughter is away 
from him he wants her back, but when 
ehe’s with him he doesgzn’t appreciate 
Ler.” 

LaCompte denied at first that there 
had been any trouble between him and 
his wife, but admitted later that she 
was contemplating divorce proceedings, 
und that he had received a letter Sun- 
urday at Cassville, jis home, from his 
attorney here, telling him that Mrs. La- 
Compte was determined tv bring the 
suit and that he had best see her quick- 
he admitted, 
which brought him te St. Louis. 

LaCompte is 26 years old and is reg- 
istered at the Planters Hotel. He and 
Mrs. LaCompte were arrested last Au- 
gust at the Southern, after a shot had 
teen fired in their room. When Patrol- 
nan Platzer entered, Mra. LaCompte 
stood in the center of the room with 
u smoking revolver in her hand, and her 
face was powder burned. 

Thompson says his daughter took the 
weapon away from LaCompte after he 
had cocked it and accidentally dis- 
charged it. Mr. and Mrs. LaCompte 
loth told the police at the time that the 
shooting was accidental, and they were 
released.

Powers’ Argument, but 
Is Overruled.

DEFENSE IS CONCLUDED 








Case Will Be Given to the 
Jury After District At- 
torney Speaks. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—An eloquent 
appeal for acquittal under the “higher 
law” ‘was made in behaif of Mrs. Annie 
M. Bradley today by Judge Powers, her 
chief counsel. Striding back and forth 
before the 12 men who are to pass judg- 
ment on her guilt or innocence, the at- 
torney used every verbal weapon at his 
command in his final fight to save the 
slayer of former Senator Arthur Brown. 

Judge Powers argued that Brown led 
Mrs. Bradley astray; that he taught 
her to love him, and then deliberately 
dragged her down, until she became an 
outcast from socicty. .When she sought 
to break her chains, Judge Powers said, 
Brown pleaded with her to remain as 
she was, promising to stand by her for 
life. 

Objected to Argument. 

When Judge Powers turned to the jury 
and said: ‘“‘Those without sin among 
you, cast the first stone!’’ District At- 
torney Baker sprang to his feet and ob- 
jected, declaring vehementiy that it was 
an improper argument. The Court de- 
clined to sustain the objection and Judge 
Powers continued. He closed with these 
words: 

“Sometimes the bullet from a pistol 
held by tender hands becomes a thun- 
derboit of God to manifest His power. 
What will your verdict be? Will you 
hang this poor, distressed woman, or 
will you bid her go free? I now leave 
her with you. As you judge this wom- 
an, who so long has walked through 
the dark shadows, may you be judged 
on that day when the quick and the 
dead shall be summoned and the final 
trimpet be sounded.’’ 

Judge Powers’ Speech, 

Judge Powers, who followed Attorney 
Hoover for the defense, after re- 
viewing the testimony of the case, said: 

“When you add to the good charac- 
ter. shown in this case the presumption 
of Mrs. Bradley’s innocence, and when 
you consider that the case of the Gov- 
ernment must be proved beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt, I submit that no man 
who has heard the evidence in this case 
Can say that a verdict of guilty can he 
justified.” 

Judge Powers referred to Mre. Brad- 
ley’s artistic and literary tendencies and 
to the intensity of her love, and con- 
tinued: 

“What a wife this woman would have 
made if in early life she had been 
united to @ man whom she could have 
loved! The letters that have been in- 
troduced in evidence here show that 
hers was a nature Intensely wifely. 

“But they say this woman feli. It is 
true she fell, and why? It is a story 
as old as humanity. There was a joy- 
less life, a loveless life, an unhappy mar- 
riage. The tempter entered and _ ghe 
fell. She was a woman with a woman's 
weakness. She trusted him with her all, 
because she learned to love him. When 
9 woman loves, she does not reason. 
Love to woman is her life. We must 
consider those things; we must know 
the intensity of this woman’s love and 
devotion, for we must learn whether her 
mind was broken by the strain in after 
years. 


Not a Guilded Drama. 
"The story told here was not of a 


gilded drama. ‘The love she felt wus 
not born amid the eparkle of cham- 
pagne; it was not the love of a wan- 
ton; it was not the fancy of a woman 
moved by avarice; it was the love of a 
lonely woman who must love or pine 
away. The man who won her, knowing 
the pathway to woman’s heart, swept 
her from her moorings. He bound her 
to him until he was her life. Like 
Svengali, he bound her, and she mur- 
mured: ‘Whither thou goest there will 
I go.’ 

“The Government asks, ‘Why did not 
this woman leave this man?’ The Gov- 
ernment forgets that as the days and 
months passed society turned its back 
and there was nowhere else that this 
woman could go except to the man who 
had placed her where she was. She be- 
came a bond-woman, knowing her 
shame, yet turning always to her mas- 
ter. 

‘You have seen her in this courtroom. 
You saw a worn and feeble little moth- 
er, whose face seemed glorified when 
she recalled her love, which was 
wreathed in the smoke of a blazing pis- 
toi on that December day. 

Aecidental Shooting. 

“Clearly this was a case of accidental 
shooting. She says, ‘He rushed at me 
and grabbed hold of me,’ and the course 
of the bullet and the mark upon the 
hand, and the fact that the overcoat is 
not produced absolutely contradicts and 
wipes out of this case the story that 
was told by this woman that night at 
the police station, to the effect that 
Brown put on his overcoat and was at- 

ptfig to leave the room when the 
fired, because, had that been 
the case, there would have been a direct 
wound into th body or a glancing wound 
acroes the body. This woman, distressed 
beyond all understanding, went to ihat 
room to end her own life. A struggle 
ensued and Brown was shot and killed 
by the gun that he purchased in Poca- 
tello and told this woman to use upon 
his wife.

PARIS, Dec. 2.—Advices from the 
north of Ireland today have convinced 
military authorities that the runaway 
dirigible airship La Patrie really passed 
over the Emeral Isle last night.

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OLD STREET CAR IW 
FRANCHISE REVOKE 


Fourth and Arsenal Street Line 
Loses Rights on Sec- 
ond Street. 








Because it failed to run cars on its 
tracks the Fourth Street and Arsenal 
Street trolley line was*deprived of its 
franchise rights by Judge Kinsey in the 
Circuit Court Monday. The suit to oust 
the company was brought by Attorney- 
General Hadley and the defendants were 
William K. Kavanaugh and the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., owners of the franchise. 

The line was operated only a short 
time and no cars have been run on it 
since 1899. 

When the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. 
obtained a franchise to run trains on 
Second street from Chouteau avenue to 
Arsenal street, Kavanaugh, representing 
the Fourth Street and Arsenal Street 
Company, applied for an injunction to 
restrain the railroad company from tear- 
ing up the trolley line tracks.

NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 3—The second 
flotilla of United States torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers, composing the first six naval 
vessels to lead Admiral Evans’ fleet on 
the long voyage to the Pacific coast, 
passed out at the Virginia capes today, 
steaming at the rate of 12 miles an hour 
for San Juan, Porto Rico, their first 
stop.

At Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, the 
torpedo boats and battleships will meet 
before starting around Cape Horn.

The bride-to-be, according to the an- 
nouncement, is Miss Maud Ashford, 
daughter of the late .dahlen Ashford, 
poor, only a few months ago earning 
her living by working as a society re- 
porter for a Washington paper. Through 
her marriage she will come into vast 
wealth, as Senator Davis has a fortune 
of $30,000,000. 

The announcement will cause almost 
as great a sensation among friends of 
Senator Davis as it did to members of 
his family only a few weeks ago, when, 
it is said, he finally told them of his 


approaching marriage. The same friends 
say the wedding bells will ring out be- 
fore the New Year dawns and that with 
the marriage of the father, Mrs. Ste- 
phen B. Elkins, wife of Senator Elkins 
of West Virginia, and Mrs. Arthur Lee 
will be cut off from millions.

With feasting ana dancing, 400 Gypsies 
in the great triple camp of vagabondi 
south of Washingten University, in St. 
Louis County, celebrated the betrothals 
of four little children Sunday. The 
revel began at 9 a. m. and continued 
for 12 hours. 

The children whose troth was plighted 
according to tribal customs were: Diana 
and Lenka Gilbert, 10 and 11 years old, 
respectively, and Zuelka and Trefello 
Mitchell, 10 and 12. 

The dark-eyed little girls are sisters, 
and the little boys, their betrothed 
sweethearts, are brothers. The children 
are small and slender, full of grace, 
and have heavy raven hair and black 
eyes of liquid softness. 

They would have been married, but 
the St. Louis County authorities threat- 
ened arrest if that were done. 

The girls were attired in scarlet, with 
silken sashes, and gaudy trinkets pinned 
about their gowns. Nearly all the wo- 
men wore red, the favorite color of 
Gypsy dame and lassie, and about the 





waists of the small bridegrooms were 
tied gay sashes of the same material 
and hue as the gowns of their child- 
brides. 

The scarlet-gowned women, moving in 
and out of the motley crowd, over which 
floated the smoke of the campfires, gave 
one the impression of dancing jets of 
flame. 

Roast pig and roast beef, barbecued 
over huge fires, were the principal items 
on the bill of fare of the betrothal feast. 
Beer was served with the fragrant 
meats. 

During the entire day, as long as the 
food held out, the Gypsies feasted.

The Gypsies are camped for the winter 
under the rule of ‘“‘King’’ John Adams, 
a tall, athletic, middle-aged man, with 
long black hair, whose word is their 
law.

BLAZING ROOF 
TRAPS FIREMEN 
IW BRICK YARDS 


Three Men, Caught in Fall, 
Are Rescued by Com- 
rades. 





Three firemen were imprisoned be- 
neath blazing timbers when the roof of 
a huge storage shed in the Manchester 
yards of the Hydraulic Press Brick Co. 
collapsed during a fire which did $7000 
damage Monday. Directed by Chief 
Swingley, other firemen present pried 
up the roof with grappling poles and 
freed their comrades. 

Assistant Chief Barry, in charge of 
Engine Company No. 21, was helpless 
from the current of an electric light 
wire which came ‘in contact with his 
arms as the roof fell. His body and the 
wet earth formed a ‘‘short circuit,’’ and 
the current doubled the fireman’s leg3 
under him and cramped his hands. He 
was carried into a brick shed nearby and 
in half an hour was back at the head of 
his company. 

Injured Rushed in Auto, 

Firemen James Ward and Joseph 
Trimmel of Engine Company No. 2% 
were also imprisoned under the roof. 
Ward, who is foreman of the company, 
was shocked by a lighting wire and his 
right leg was crushed by a timber. He 
was taken in an automobile to his home, 
432A Laclede avenue. 

Trimme!l was bruised, but remained on 
duty until the fire was under control. 
Then he was sent to his home, 4188 Man- 
chester avenue. 

The fire is thought to have started 
from a cigarette or a pipe. George Cole- 
man, a negro employe, gave the alarm 
and when the first fire company ar- 
rived a second alarm was turned in. 
For a time it seemed as though the en- 
tire yard, covering a block from the 
Grand avenue viaduct to Spring ave- 
nue, south of Manchester avenue, would 
burn, but a stiff wind to the west car- 
ried flames and sparks across the un- 
improved land in that direction. 


Burns Like Tinder. 

The shed which burned was at the 
west end of the block, 100 yards long by 
50 feet wide. The fire started at 9:30 a. 
m. in the south end. The straw pack- 
ing for the bricks and the tarred wooden 
roof burned like tinder. Only the north 
end of the shed was left standing. The 
damage to the structure is estimated at 
$5000, and the damage to the bricks by 
smoke and water at $2000. The value of 
the bricks stored in the shed was $15,000. 

The roof of the structure was sup- 
ported by wooden posts inside, and sev- 
eral of these at the center burned awvy, 
causing the central section to collapse. 
Assistant Chief Barry and the two fire- 
men were in a zroup at work inside the 
shed when this happened. The others 
escaped.

He has been considered to 
have a strong claim on the support of 
the administration, and the fact that 
the petition c ‘¢ from the strongest 
Democratic county in Vandiver’s old 
congressional district is considered by 
some politicians to mean that it was 
filed with Vandiver’s knowledge and 
consent. 

The petition contains the names of 
some of the leading Democrats of 
Southeast Missouri, one being Paul B. 
Moore, brother-in-law of former Gov. 
Lon V. Stephens. 

Thought to Have Folk Backing. 

It is generally believed that if Van- 
diver did not intend to become a can- 
didate he would have prevented the fil- 
ing of the petition, and the fact that it 
is filed, coupled with the fact that no 


administration candidate has so far been 
announced for the nomination, is taken 
as evidence that Vandiver has in real- 
ity entered the list against Cowherd, 
the candidate of the “Old Guard.”’ 

Gov. Folk, who was a party to a con- 
ference with former Attorney-General 
Crow and Speaker John M. Atkinson a 
week ago to consider bringing out an 
administration candidate, had nothing to 
say regarding the Vandiver petition to- 
day.. He said he did not expect any of- 
ficial announcements from candidates 
before January. At the Folk-Atkinson- 
Crow conferences it is known that Van- 
diver was strongly considered as the 
administration candidate, but if any 
decision was reached those in the con- 
ference have carefully concealed the 
fact.

Specialist Contends. 





If Prof. William James of Harvard 
thought he was going to make a. hit 
with the steady tipplers, the periodic 
jagster or the perpetual souse when he 
arose to. the defense of the spree, he 
erred. In all St. Louis only one man 
has been found who sides with the em- 
inent psychological authority, and that 
man is also a psychologist. 

Clubmen, ministers, hoboes, . temper- 
ance workers and lawyers unite in de- 
claring that Prof. James is very much 
mistaken if re thinks a drunk does any 
person good. 

Excise Commissioner Mulvihill should 
take heart at the unanimity shown in 
condemning drink. Its only defender 
is not a drinking man, and the tight- 
ness of the lid in St. Louis may be ex- 
plained in part by the universal dis- 
approbation expressed for alcoholic 
drinks. ; 

Prof. James expressed his view in the 
November American Magazine, in a 
thoughtful essay on “Powers of Men.’’ 
After citing abnormal cases in which 
hidden ‘stores of energy’’ are developed 
in unusual ways, he says that Col. 
Baird-Smith, ‘‘needing to draw on alto- 
gether extraordinary stores of energy, 
found that brandy and opium were ways 
of throwing them into gear.”’ 

Many Find a Spree O. K. 
From @this Prof. James proceeds to 
he statement that “many of us find that 
an eccentric activity—a ‘spree,’ say— re- 
lieves. There is no doubt that to some 
men sprees and excesses of almost any 
kind are medicinal, temporarily at any 
rate, in spite of what the moralists 
and doctors say.” 

“The fact noted by James is recog- 
nized in psychology,’’ Prof. Edgar J. 
Swift, instructor in that science at 
Washington University, told.a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘‘Man rarely uses 
all his power. Under the excitement of 
a fire, for instance, he may lift weights 
which he wouldnt attempt to lift or- 
dinarily. It can’t be that he is any 
stronger. He simply draws on reserves 
of energy. 

“Men always work at a lower degree 
of tension, a lower level of energy, than 
they are capable of. They are under 
restraint. They may be raised to high- 
@r levels in various ways. For some 
men a spree does this. 

“DeQuincey is an excellent: example 
of the added power of a drug gives. 


“The spree may serve to break the 
man’s mental monotony as an evening at 


a theater or a fishing trip would. It 
may get get hi mout of a rut, and put 
him on a higher level of thought and 
energy. It releases him temporarily at 
least from the restraint he normally is 
subiected to. 

Sometimes It’s Beneficial. 

“T must not be understood as mak- 
ing this a general statement, because 
in the majority of cases the effect of 
alcohol is altogether deleterious; but 
in some instances, beyond question, it 


has proven beneficial.”

“Alcohol destroys the neurones— 
the nerve cells—in the brain,” Dr. 
Hughes said, “and it never is any- 
thing but harmful. 

“On the brain alcohol acts as a tox- 
ine, and its effect ultimately is de- 
pressing. It never is a cerebral stim- 
lant. It stimulates only the motor 
nerves, and even while a person is 
under its influence he cannot derive 


| benefit from it.” 


“Put the albumen or ‘white’ of an 
egg in alcohol and watch it disinte- 
grate, and you will get an excellent 
idea of what it does to the brain, 
which is an albuminous substance. 

“Alcoholic drinks destroy the brain. 
Inebriety is a form of degeneracy. 

“Instead of developing the will, 
drink destroys it. Many cases of un- 
stable will are first brought to light 
through indulgence in it, and the will 
is utterly destroyed by continuance 
of the habit. 

“From the pathological standpoint 
there can be no benefit from alcohol.” 

Others Give Their Views. 


..Some other views on the subject 
gathered by Post- Dispatch reporters 
follow: 

Rev. Dr. W. C.. Bitting, pastor Sec- 
ond Baptist Church: “I read Prof. 
James’ article. It’s bosh. You might 
as well advise dynamiting a man to stir 
up his latent energies. 

“T’'ll put 27 ars of ministerial work 
behind the statement that I never knew 
a single instance i+ which whisky did 
» man good. I'll make that stronger 
and say that all my observation shows 
it does men unmjstakable harm.” 

Mrs. F. H. Ingalls, president local W. 
Cc. T. U.: “Excitement might enable 
men to perform feats they couldn't per- 
form otherwise, but it doesn’t follow 
that whisky would. Alcohol paralyzes 
and stupefies. It does not stimulate. All 
my information leads me to say Prof. 
James is wrong. Alcoholic beverages 
never aid—they always harm.” 

Makes People Sick. 

‘Henry L. Weeke, saloon keeper, poli- 
tician and former member of the House 
of Delegates: “‘No, I don’t approve of 
anybody going on a spree. I like to 
see a man take a drink or two, but 
sprees don’t help anybody. They make 
‘em sick.”’ 

Thomas K. Niedringhaus, former 
chairman Republican State Commitiee: 
“Tt don’t approve of sprees for myself. 
Others will have to judge for them- 
selves. I can’t prescribe rules for them 
on this subject.” 

Col. L. D. Kingsland, president 8st. 
Louis Manufacturers’ Association: I 
am neither a moralist nor a doctor, but 
I don’t believe @ spree ever helps any- 
body. A doctor once told me that a 
little toddy before going to bed was 
a good thing for any man afier he 
reached the age of 50. But excessive 
drinking is bad for anybody. 

R. Park Von Wedelstaedt, clubman: 
Yes, I think a spree has a good effect. 
It makes @ man think more of his home 
and family.. That is about the only 
good feature I see in it. And it is 
this feature that makes men ageaye 
fewer sprees.

THE GRAND JURY’S FINE WORDS. 

Under ordinary circumstances the grand jury 
which fulminates and does nothing else is a hum- 
bug as well as a menace to the community, but 
conditions prevailing in the House of Delegates 
are notoriously so bad that much may be for- 
given the October jury, which, on adjournment, 
indulged in a long report and passed the more 
serious task of finding indictments on to its suc- 
cessor. 

Mere preaching and mere denunciation have 
not proved very effective in this case, and unless 
@ grand jury can soon be found which will be able 
to do something more than that, the prospect is 
that the Municipal Assembly will have to be en- 
dured indefinitely. 

The Post-Dispatch congratulates the jury that 
has just adjourned upon its adoption of the views 
as to the character of the House of Delegates 
which have appeared in these columns. They are 
severe, but they are true. Setting forth things 
that seem incredible, they nevertheless do not 
exaggerate the real situation, which is intoler- 
able. | 

If we did not believe that this body had acted 
in good faith and had been prevented by lack 
of time and the necessary difficulty -of its work 
from reaching results more tangible than words, 
we should be inclinédd to criticise its labors and 
conclusions and to despair of successful resist- 
ance to as cheap and vulgar an aggregation of 
grafters as ever afflicted a great city. 

Yet with patience, perseverance and courage 
there is reason to believe that much may be ac- 
complished this 
enough marked out in November. Not a little 
will depend upon the Circuit Attorney and his 
assistants, and it is to be hoped that there will 
be no abatement of zeal on their part. They wil] 
be held to a strict accountability from now on, 
and they deserve to be.

MR. BRYAN IN MISSOURI _ 

Mr. Bryan has found it necessary to explain the 
fact that Gov. Folk was recently his guest, and in 
so doing his newspaper says: | 

Mr. Bryan has made it a rule not to take part 1D 
contests between Democrats in the various states. 

This statement is made that the Democrats of Mis- 
souri may know Mr. Bryan's position and not accept 
as true any statement that may be made by the 
friends of the various candidates, if these statements 
either directly or indirectly charge Mr. Bryan with 
attempting to influence public opinion in favor of or 
against either Senator Stone or Gov. Folk or @ny 
other Democrat who aspires to public office. 

Is it true that Mr. Bryan has made it a rule not 
to take part in contests bctween Democrats in 
the various states? Let us see. 


In 1902 the Democrats of Iowa in State con- 


vention, wearying of the free silver issue, adopt- 
ed a platform which, instead of indorsing 16 to l, 
mildly said: “We insist that the integrity of the 
money of the Nation be guarded with jealous 
care,” 

Mr. Bryan’s public response to this was an at- 
tack upon the Democrats who controlled the con- 
vention. He said they were dishonest; that 
their platform was dishonest; that it was made 
to deceive and that it had the flavor of Wall 
street. 

The same year the Democrats of Indiana ven- 
tured to drop the silver question, whereupon Mr. 
Bryan assailed some of them fiercely, accusing 
them of timidity, of dishonesty and of worship- 
ing at the shrine of Mammon. All who had 
favored an indorsement of his candidacy and a 
reaffirmation of the 16 to 1 contention were 
hailed as true Democrats and patriots. 

The same year the Tilden Club of New York 
and the Iroquois Club of Chicago, acting in the 
interest of harmony, sent out invitations to lead- 
ing Democrats of all schools and sections to meet 
and confer as to the party’s future. Mr. Bryan 
refused to attend either banquet and did not even 
acknowledge receipt of the invitations. In ex- 
planation of his discourtesy later on he said that 
Democrats who belonged to these organizations 
were fraudulent; that such harmony as they pro- 
posed was a Yarce; that they intended to deceive 
the people and that in fact they were only plu- 
tocrats. 

In 1903 Mr. Bryan said in a speech at Detroit 
that he had driven Grover Cleveland and his 
friends out of the Democratic party and was glad 
of it. 

The same year in a signed statement issued 
from Lincoln Mr. Bryan said that Mr. Cleveland 
and his political supporters were bunko steerers; 
that Mr. Cle~eland had stabbed his party to pre- 
vent its return to virtue and that he was a polit- 
ical criminal. 

The same year in Urbana, O., making a speech 
to Democrats of all shades of belief he said that 
so-called Democrats who had left the party on 
the silver issue would never be permitted to re- 
turn until they had repented and shown that they 
had had a change of heart. 

In 1904 Mr. Bryan went to New York and made 
speeches warning the Democrats of that State 
that they must not urge the nomination of Judge 
Parker, to whom he applied opprobrious epithets. 
He did not exactly indorse Mr. Hearst’s candidacy, 
but spoke favorably of it. 

Later on in the same year, after Parker had 
been nominated, Mr. Bryan made_ speeches 
end wrote letters ostensibly in the candidate’s in- 
turest, but attacking many of his Democratic sup- 
porters by name. 

In 1906-7 Mr. Bryan telegraphed and wrote 
from Europe to the members of the Democratic 
State Central Committee of Illinois, urging them 
to depose their officers, whom he had previously 
likened to train robbers. Their offense was op- 
position to Mr. Bryan. 

On several occasions of late when in Wisconsin 
Mr. Bryan has heaped praise upon Senator La 
Follette, Republican, and attacked Democrats 
who admired neither La Follette nor himself. 

In Massachusetts and in Kentucky, this very 
year, Mr. Bryan has shown his partisanship for 
various Democrats and Democratic factions and 
nas not hesitated in public and in private to over- 
whelm with contumely Democrats who were not 
in accord with himself. 

Here, then, we have instances in Iowa, in In- 
diana, in Ohio, in New York, in Massachusetts, 
in Wisconsin, in Illinois, and in Kentucky where 
Mr. Bryan has, to say the least of it, violated his 
rule “not to take part in contests between Demo- 
crats in the various states.’’ Why is it that that 
rule, so easily set aside elsewhere, is so inflexible 
in Missouri? 

The people of Missouri who admire Gov. Folk 
and wonder why Mr. Bryan cannot favor his 
worthy ambition to become a Senator of the 
United States must remember that Mr. Folk is 
young and comparatively new, hile William Joel 
Stone is old, experienced, anu tough. Mr. Stone 
was one of . Bryan’s cheap money sponsors in 
1896 and the political and personal relationship 
between the two men has been very close ever 
since. If Gov. Folk is to defeat Senator Stone 
he must defeat his powerful Nebraska friend also. 

It is to be remembered, then, that Mr. Bray- 
an’s alleged neutrality in Missouri is not in all 
respects true and it is not 1 :ny respect con- 
sistent. sle has openly antagonized, stigmatized 
and repudiated thousands of better Democrats 
and better men than William J. Stone in half a 
dozen states, as we have shown. Unlike Mr. 
Stone, these men were Democrats who did not 
permit Mr. Bryan to do their thinking for them.

FLOWERS THAT SLEEP. : 


HE wayside tansy (Tanacetum vulgare) indeed has leaves so sensitive that 

not only do they close in darkness, but whenever exposed to too powerful 

a light. ‘The common day flower (Commelina Virginica) has a most curi- 

ous habit of sleeping itself away. Early in the morning its bright blue flowers 
may be seen lively and awake. About noon, however, after its special insects 
have made their rounds, it closes its petals tightly, which melt away before 
sundown into mucilaginous substance resembling jelly. The pretty little wood 
sorrel (Oxalis Acelosella) is abundantly grown in pots as a house plant through 
the winter. At nightfall its peculiarily sensitive leaves sleep by drooping their 
three leaflets until touching back to back, in which position they are far from 
likely to be chilled during the night. At sunrise, however, these leaflets again

REVIEW of the football 
A season discloses many in- 

teresting facts. The small- 
er colleges and weaker teams 
have a better chance to win than 
formerly. 

The South was benefited won- 
derfully. Owing to the heat 
eonditions, the teams of the Old 
South rarely equaled the best 
second teams of the North. But 
under the new conditions they 
are making rapid progress _to- 
ward the topmost ranks. 

Vanderbilt’s score. against the 
Navy and against Michigan rep- 
resents a high standard of ef- 
ficiency. The other teams along 
the Atlantic seaboard have also 
shown surprising form. 

Under the old rules which de- 
manded heavy physical effort, 
endnranee and stamina, the 
South fell down. The season us- 
ually was too short to produce 
these essentials. The weather 
down there never cools suffi- 


ciently until the 15th of October to play much real football, and this 
did not give the Southerner time to round into form. Under the 
new requirements, however, he can perfect all the sides of the game 


early, since open and light work 

While it may be said that the rules 
were changed, not to suit the football 
enthusiast nor was demanded by him, 
but to please the untutored public, 
nevertheless, the reform in the rules, 
I believe, worked a real benefit to foot- 
ball and football conditions. The crowds 
that attend the games are as large, if 
not larger, than ever, and the slow, but 
intense excitement attendant on the ob- 
servation of a game has not been espe- 
cially changed.

Picks an Ideal Team, 


An ideal team would .be one that 
averages about 185 in the line and 170 in 
the back field. Such a team, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, would be light 
enough to execute the most conplicated 
passes, runs and tricks. and heavy 
enough to present a barrier on defense. 

While I believe that a defense can be 
devised for the pass and on-side kick, 
nevertheless I do not believe that any 
team can successfully prevent them, 
providing the team using it has power 
enough on straight football to make 
ground. Moreover, I still believe that 
the penalty for failure of the pass 
should be forfeiture of the ball. 

For a time during the season many 
coaches were of the impression that the 
pass was too great a handicap to the 
defense. Then a defense was forth- 
coming and about mid-season the passes 
were not so successful. At once many 
said that it was a thing of the past.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2, 10:30 a. m.—Con- 
trary to general expectations the mar- 
ket opened weak and considerably lower 
this morning. Recessions in the entire 
list ranged from \& to 4%, and the only 
stock that opened higher than its close 
of Saturday was People’s Gas, which 
gained \% of a point. 

The dreak in the market this morning 
was Attributed to the unsatisfactory 
character of the bank statement. It was 
expected that there would have been a 
radical reduction in loans and a big de- 
crease in the deficit. 

The loans are now $115,000,000 above 
the deposits, and this difference has been 
constantly widening. 

These facts explain in part at least 
the attack on stocks this morning. In 
addition, American securities in London 
were from \% to 1 point lower. 

The reassembling of Congress will un- 
doubtedly have its effect on Wall Street 
also, but unless the President's message 
contains some radical statement the 
market is expected to recover and con- 
tinue its trend of the closing days of 
last week. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2, 12:3 p. m— 
Prices slumped during the forenoon 
hours, and the recessions noted at the 
opening of the market were increased 
materially by the noon hour. 

The industrials were the least affect- 
ed by the weakness and held their own 
fairly well. In the rails division the 
heaviest losers were Chicago & North- 
western 2 points, Delaware & Hudson 
1% points, Great Northern 1% points 
and New York Central « points. 

Fractional losses was the general rule 
in the other rail stocks. 

Brooklyn Rapid ‘l'ransit, which usually 
follows the trend of the market close- 
ly, was not only active, but was 2 points 
higher than its opening by noon. 

The Harriman Pacifics were irregu- 
lar, Southern being at parity, and Union 
losing 1 point from its opening.
